Tariffs on roreign dairy 
products have been circum- 
vented- by various devices 
such as foreign subsidies, 
currency devaluation, and de- 
velopment of new dairy prod- 
ucts (to which the tariffs do 
not apply). 

Even tho import quotas 
fixed in recent years by the 
Department of Agriculture 
have been largely ineffective 
because of the development 
of new dairy products for 
which no quotas have been 
established. 

Hepresentatives of tho 
dairy farmers have recom- 
mended enactment of the 
Dairy Import Act of 1967 
which would authorize estab- 
lishment of quotas based up- 
on butterfat and nonfat milk 
solids. Such quotas would 
apply to all imported dairy 
products and would discour- 
age the importation of new 
types of dairy products de- 
veloped for the primary pur- 
pose of evading existing tar- 
iffs and quotas. 

The great producers of 
steel and the small producers 
of milk have problems com- 
mon to their respective busi- 
nesses.

Commission,' headed by State 
Representative Marjorle Peb- 
worth (IMliverdale), has been 
working for the last year 'to 
prepare sotiie recommenda- 
tions for the Legislature re- 
garding Illinois' 11170 Consti- 
tution.

A possible advantage of 
joint tenancy, it stales, is 
the saving of probate costs 
if the properly held In joint 
tenancy is the only property 
which otherwise would come 
under the jurisdiction of the 
probate court. For example" 
there-would-'ho -no-cslate to 
probate if a man and Wife 
owned a home, automobile 
and bank account in joint 
Iciiimcy and this constituted 
I heir entire .estate. 

However,, t h <■ \ pamphlet 
warns,- a disadvantage, or 
joint tenancy is thai it may 
create ail unfavorable tax, 
situation In which surviving 
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joint tenants arc subjected 
additional death urglft taxes. 
Another disadvantage is 
that the person who places 
property In joint tenancy 
loses the benefits or sole 
ownership and control, That 
person may not regain ex- 
clusive control of the prop- 
erty, or add new joint ten- 
ants or subtract old ones, 
without the consent of all 
the tenants, and this consent 
may be difficult to obtain.

Reservoir 
Pays Off 

The Cariylc Reservoir is 
paying off. Last year anglers 
caught about 30,000 pounds 
of fish in the lake and be- 
low the dam, the Illinois. De- 
partment of Conservation has 
reported. 

According to information 
gathered by Bill Fritz, reser- 
voir biologist for the Division 
of Fisheries, over 13,000 per- 
sons fished the lake between 
late April and November of 
1966. 

The lake was created oy 
a dam across the Kaskaskia 
River. Tlie major part of 
the reservoir is in Clinton 
County near the city of Car- 
iylc, with the upper arms ex- 
tending into Bond and Fay- 
ette Counties. This is tlic 
first large folod control proj- 
ect built in Illinois by the 
U. S. Corps of Engineers. 

The main dam was com- 
pleted in February 1966 and 
about 5,000 acres were flood- 
cr. This year thc.waler area 
will be increased to 10,000 
acres In 1969 the lake will 
reach its normal summer 
pool stage of 26,000 acres 
when another dam is built 
across the Kaskaskia,- 113 
miles upstream near Shelby- 
villc

"It ia poasiblc^ — and in- 
deed, is already being done in 
somo medical centers — to diag- 
nose nnd treat somo conditions 
of unborn babies. This can be 
done without prohibitive risks 
to either mother or child." 

■Dr. Lucey, who specializes in 
fetology, tho study of the unborn 
infant,- believes that increasing 
research will reveal muny now- 
unknown' facts about -what is 
normal and what is abnormal in 
the environment of. n baby dur- 
ing tho nine months before birth. 
Detection of some birth defects 
In the early months of pregnancy 
was described to March of Dimes,

He said doctors 
are now able to test a mother's

In this fluid-are cells shed by 
tho fetus. From cell cultures, 
scientists can study tho infant's 
chromosomes— tho tiny bundles 
of hereditary material in the 
cells of- all living things.

A few years 
ago more thluT2;00O"babieB-werc- 
lost annually because of an Rh

Today, whan Rh problems arc 
detected before birth, doctors 
can often give life •saving blood 
transfusions directly to the fetus 
through tho mother's abdomen. 
Dr. Lucoy estimates that ap- 
proximately 30 to 60' per cent 
of the tnfnnta who would have 
died because of this ono condi- 
tion can now be saved. 

Physicians believe that the 
time will come when those prac- 
ticing fetal medicine will be ablq 
to treat many other dangerous 
conditions. In 'the 'near future a 
doctor may, for exnmpfcj give

When it is discovered that an 
unborn baby has an infection, it 
may be possible to identify the 
cause and treat it.

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MEETING HEALTH AND 
WELFARE NEEDS: 
WHAT TOWNSHIPS DO 

(This is the eighth in a 
scries of articles explaining 
township government and its 
services.) 

Are township governments 
destined to play an increas- 
ingly important role in the 
area of health' and welfare? 

One ans\v v er to that ques- 
tion is. that townships aro v al- 
ready more important tlian 
many people believe theih to 
he. . 

Moreover, there are signs 
of stronger township activ- 
ity in. matters of health and 
welfare. And, there is a 
growing .shift in political 
thinking that '•may very well 
return ■ more jjttvointnunUil 
services in local " govern- 
ments, including townships. 

What health and welfare 
functions do townships now 
perform? Welfare assistance 
has always been a primary 
I o w n s li i p responsibility. 
T o w n s h I p administrations 
provide financial aid and 
counseling to needy township 
residents who are not other- 
wise provided for by state or 
county programs. They fre- 
quently handle needy and 
qualified transient cases 



which become difficult to 
provide elsewhere. They 
perform as transmittal agen- 
cies to county or state. wel- 
fare departments. 

The township supervisor 
serves as ' supervisor of 
general assistance in Ids 
township. In downstatc coun- 
ties, where supervisors also 
serve on the county board, 
and where welfare assistance 
is* directly coordinated with 
the county, the' town supei- 
visor is , an ex-officio mem- 
ber of ' the county welfare 
board and overseas general 
assistance in his .owtutowm 
ship. In Cook County, where 
the county board is not made 
up of township supervisors, 
tlie township supervisor is in 
charge. of- geitcral assistance 
in his township.- 

A typical appropriation for 
welfare relief in the township 
budgets vary from amounts 
of less than $1,000 per year 
in some of the smaller rural 
townships to tens of thous- 
ands of dollars in our heav- 
ily populated urban town- 
ships. In the main altogether 
the 1400 -odd townships of 
Illinois expend more than 
S 10,000,000 per year for re- 
lief purposes. It is pretty 
big business.

In the areas pf public 
health and sanitation, town- 
ships are now responsible for 
a variety of functions. 

They oversee certain state 
and county health services. 
They arc responsible for 
elimination and control of 
health hazards within town- 
ship boundaries. This in- 
cludes regulation of garbage 
(lumping, control of noxious 
^jveeds and other hazardous 
conditions sjueh as air or 
watcr pollution. 
■Because it is becoming an 
increasing problem in many 
communities, , garbage dis- 
posal service is under study 
by a * number of township 
governments.-" They view the 
possibilities of a township-co- 
ordinated ,'igarbage disposal 
program for both' unincorpor- 
ated areas- and communities 
wit Inn townships. < 

In ' several Illinois -town- 
ships water and sewage, sys- 
tems are maintained under 
township government admin- 
istration. 'Tliis usually exists 
where. communities spring up 
but are not incorporated into 
villages, or where a group 
or villages find they can ef-. 
fectivcty and economically 
coordinate this service under 
townships. Obviously, where 
water and sewage systems arc 
involved, townships then 
must control the health 
and sanitation requirements 
which accompany this ser- 
vice. Perhaps the more sig- 
nificant township health ser- 
vice areas arc those which 
arc now under development 
and expansion. 

One of thesg is establish- 
ing township health boards to 
serve a group of communities 
inside township limit, . * 

No matter what other gov- 
ernmental bodies may do, 
there continues to be a bur- 
den ° on local governments 
for complete, localized health 
and Welfare services. Small- 
er cities and villages many 
times cannot provide full ser- 
vices. Counties, on the oth- 
er hand, may be able to, but 
even they need local adminis- 
tration to assure good results. 
Stale health services have 
the~county- problem; but-lo 
a greater degree.^ 

Will federal health pro- 
grams, total success can only 
be achieved only, when local 
services "arc provided on a 
knowledgeable and 'efficient 
basis. 

The need for increasing 
local health services will, in- 
crease as state and federal 
programs expand. Thcj-c is 
a strong movement under 
way to re-organize this activ- 



ity under stale /arid local gov 
eminent; i 

Many township official^ 
contend that townships rep- 
resent a properly sized popu- 
lation and geographic unit for 
the most efficient administra- 
tion of health and welfare 
programs, no matter where 
such programs originate. 
These may be federal, state, 
county, inter-community or 
township plans, 

Many townships which do 
not now have health boards 
are working oil such projects. 
They anticipate the need to 
expand service facilities at 
local levels and to coordinate 
a mullipliciiy of programs 
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which are In existence or are 
coming, This includes public 
health, home care service, 
local phases of medicare .ser- 
vice, school -..health programs 
as well as mental 'health Ser- 
vices. 

When a variety of govern- 
mental units and other agen- 
cies become involved in pro- 
grams such as these, some 
controversy is always likely 
to develop. Differences of 
opinion in theory or direc- 
tion may exist in any given 
community. Although most 
community leaders agree that 
inter-community ' action Is 
desirable, there is less agree- 
ment on the mechanics and 
administration of . the pro- 
gramming. 

Typical of-this is the con- 
troversy regarding mental 
health programs. There is a 
recognized need to improve 
mchtal health services 
thrduhgoul tiic state. A state- 
federal program has been ap- 
proved, which includes estab- 
lishing mental health service 
districts within the state. 
These districts no not now 
conform to township boun- 
daries, nor to any finalized 
boundaries, Controversy thus 
has developed whether or 
not township governments 
might assume responsibili- 
ties or administration of men- 
tal health programs on an in- 
ter-community basis. 

In this area, as well as in 
others, . township govern- 
ments might' very well be 
considered -as —thc-bcst re- 
gional administrative agency, 
bused on availability and 
awareness of' local needs. I _ 
Township facilities and per- 1 1 
sonnel already exist, and only 
need to be augmented. Other- 
wise, over lapping agencies 
cuter the picture, creating 
confusion, inefficiencies and 
higher costs. . 

Planners of metropolitan 
area governments, who would 
like to eliminate township 
governments, say that town- 
ships do not provide enough 
services to the people.

A studded tire Is one which 
is equipped with small metal- 
lic anti-skid devices which 
are imbedded in the rubber 
of the tire. The studs are de- 
signed to increase friction 
between the tire and icy or 
snow-covered road surfaces. 

According to the Illinois 
State Bar Association, four 
states in the Midwest-rllli- 
nois, Iowa, Indiana and Mich- 
igan—have laws forbidding 
the use of studded tires, The 
Illinois statute reads,:' 

"No motor vehicle shall be 
operated upon the improved 
highways of the State which 
shall be equipped with any 
anti-skid or non-slip device 
so constructed that any rigid 
or non-flexible portion of 
same comes in contact with 
the pavement," - ' 

. Thirty-Four states, includ- 
ing most states which experi- 
ence snow and ice conditions 
on roads during the. winter, 
cither have approved stud- 
ed tires or do not prohibit 
their ' use by law. . About 
one-half of these states pre- 
scribe the period during 
which such tires can be used. 

A bill which would permit 
the use of studded tires in 
Iowa from November 1 of 
each year until the -following 
April 1 has received favor- 
able consideration . by the 
Iowa State Senate.

Highway departments were 
cited In debate on the Iowa 
bill together with a Minne- 
sota report that indicated 
pavement damage, could oc« 
cur whore there were fre- 
quont stops and starts, such 
as at signal light intersec- 
tions on city Streets.
